A Charleston special to the Herald, dated 


lust .night, gives "particulars of a difficulty 
near Green Pond, forty miles from lhat 
place, known as "Blue Store," in the Com- 
bohee region, where the rice plantation riots 
raged last spring. A few days ago a store 
was robbed in Waterborough.Colleton coun- 
ty,- and as tho. thieves were identified, war- 
rants of arrests were issued by a trial justice 
recently appointed by Hampton. 


Tlireeof tho negroes were arrested, but 


the fourth resisted tho constable, and, col- 
lecting a crowd, aaid he did not recognize a 
Hampton trial justice, and would die in his 
.tracks _ before he would submit to arrest un- 
der the warrant. 


The justice, upon tho return of his con- 


stable without the prisoner, under order of 
the sheriff summoned a posse of ten white 
and black men, ami deputized them to make 
the arrest. 


'i'he posse proceeded to Iho "Blue Store," 


about eight miles from Green Pond, where 
they found the thief surrounded by a mob of 
over one hundred negroes, all armed, who 
swore he should not be arrested. 
Tho 


posse', numbering only, ten, attempted to 
make the arrest, but \Vere completely sur- 
rounded, and with difficulty succeeded in 
making their escape, after first receiving a 
volley from the mob. Fortunately, no one 
was seriously hurt. 


The sheriff, after consultation with Hamp- 


ton, has sent out couriers in every direction, 
and 1000 meu, white, and black, havo been 
organized to meet at tho "Bluo Store" to- 
morrow morning, fully armed and prepared 
to make arrest, not only of the thief but of 
all parties concerned in filing upon tho 
posse. Negroes have massed iu lurgo num- 
bers, all armed, in tho aame vicinity, and 
swear tho thief shall not bo captured. 
If 


the posse should be resisted a bloody en- 
connter is expected.

It gives n white mau who is suf- 
ficiently unprincipled n cbance to nmko im- 
proper advances to a colored woimm, n de- 
gree of immunity to which ho is not en- 
titled, in that hoonnnot bo compelled to do 
justice, by marriage, to tho object of his 
unprincipled nffoetious. 
Tho law in it prac- 


tical nullity, for persons desirous of avoid- 
ing it can easily do so by stepping over the 
state lines nnd getting married in nn adjoin- 
ing state, whore no such prohibition exists. 
He rend an c-xtrnct from G, T. Downing, 
of Newport, clniming thnt this low should 
be passed, tbnt tho colored people may bo 
relieved from tho stigma now placed upon 
them; that tho last and only remaining 
mark of slavery may bo removed from the 
statute hook; nnd that tho world may see 
that this state will not willingly oppress or 
cost contempt upon nny one of hor citizens, 
however humble or weak. 


Mr. Verry opposed tho act,in an argument 


of considerable length. Ho said the world 
is peopled by five distinct races—so tho 
scientists havo concluded; although somo 
take tho view that all are descended from 
one man—nnd perhaps it might be so. But 
he would not vote in fnvpr ot tho proposi- 
tion which he would not carry into practice 
in his own family. Ho certainly would not 
refrain from advocating any measure from 
reasons of political policy. That the colored 
race have men of groat culture nnd intelli- 
gence io no argument for foisting such in- 
termarriage upon tbo community. 
Tho 


colored people should bavo every right in 
tho courts, in tho schools nnd nt tho ballot 
boxes of the country, thnt Iho wbito man 
has; but for the Rood of tho progeny of such 
intermarriages, they Ehonld. surely bo pro- 
hibited. 
Tho Massachusetts registration 


reports ahow thnt in nearly every case of 
such intermarriages it was a white womnu 
of low condition who married n colored man. 
How does thia fact answer tho arguments 
of n class of ngitntors in MnsKfichuautts who 
claim that such inlermavringos nro nooossary 
to improve the white race, which they Bay 
ia running out. 
He believed It would be nu 


injury rather than n benefit to tho colored 
rnco to bo allowed tho privilege, and should 
therefore vote ngaiust it, unless ho snn-somo 
bettor reason than ho had seen yot.

Her finished rendition of several of Emer- 
son's most brilliant apothegms was simply 
magifloeut, ending with, "Be yourself, do 
not imitate—every great man is unique," 
using the words as if they wers her own, 
ns Charlotte Cushman could utfer them. 
Her purpose was obvious. The !ady had 
not recot-niml a single lino of hor "favorite 
nutbor." 


"Why, I thought you did not read Emer- 


son !" 1 could not help remarking. 


"Nor do I; but I have looked through 


him." 


At another time, when a person of her ac- 


quaintance was being spoken of disparagingly 
in her preseuco,sho said iu a tone of stern re- 
proof : 


•'Correct the mistake instantly and re- 


member hereafter to speak no ill of others if 
you do not wish ofhers to speak ill of you, 
for there was norer yet a life so pure but 
there was some 0110 eager to impute to it R 
stain. True virtue is not afraid to touch 
the skirts of u Mtigduleu, and true worth ia 
not obliged to halloo from the housetops to 
make itself hoard." 


Speukiug of herself and her early strug- 


gles with poverty, she said: "I was never 
troubled with un excess of flowers or dia- 
monds, for I was never handsome," with a 
t-uiilo which seemed to imply that talent 
without bounty was not especially produc- 
tive of gems nnd floral offerings. "It was 
always downright hard work with mo. 
I 


had talent but H took years of toil, study, 
and 
privations to perfect it. 
I never 


grasped success until I honestly earned it. I 
iiow work because I must. To remain Idle is 
to die." And that was true enough. An- 
other in her place would quietly have laid 
down and died, but Charlotte Cuehman, en- 
dowed with that indomitable energy and 
determination, that 
intense earnestness 


which she herself declares to ho the ground- 
work of her success, bravely conquered hor 
sufferings, hold physical pain, as it were, 
in abeyance to ber will, aud none but near 
friends ever kuow how dreadful,continuous, 
and agonizing was that pain. 


Of all the flowers that ever bloomed Hiss 


Cusliuiuii loved best the lily of the volley. 
While iu her room one day I saw her placing 
oa her dressing-table a small vase, in which 
was a single spray of that exquisite flower. 
I stooped to admire it, when she said, "Is 
Jt not lovejy —tho very embodiment of 
spring?'1 There was something indescriba- 
bly tender in tho way she laid her finger on 
the delicate graen leaves. It was nsifshe 
wero lightly caressing tho cheek of asleep- 
ing child,or some sensitive thing that would 
awake at tho gentlest touch. The linger- 
ing, loving sweetness of her voice, nud tho 
worn, suffering, look of hor face as she bont 
over tho dainty blossoms, told only too 
plainly whither 
her 
thoughts 
tended. 


"Next spring there may be lilies of the val- 
ley for me." Sadly prophetic words! Again 
the spring is;'uero, und Charlotte Cushman 
sleeps in Mount Auburn, her splendid ge- 
nins quenched nnd gone out m the gloom 
of tho grave. The anniversary of her death 
recalls many sorrowful memories, and the 
pathetic request, ''Keep n pleasant thought 
of me" still hna power to keep her memory 
green. It will be ninny and many a day be- 
fore America will possess another Charlotte 
Cushmnu, for sho left no successor, or nuy 
who gave promise of being such. Of a 
truth '*wo will not soon look upon hor like 
again."—[Phil. Bulletin.

But it rarely hafpcns that 
genius runs iu tho same grooves and de- 
lights iu tuo sauio studies.

all ita members took to astronomy.

Popular Hcicuue Monthly says: "V/hnt nn 
example nud what instruction uiny bo found 
iu the long career of William Hcrschel, who 
passed half n century in sounding the mys- 
terious depths of the universe! The BOH of 
n poor musician—burdened with a numer- 
ous family—he embraced the paternal pro- 
feesion, nud went, when twsnty years old, 
to try his fortune in England. 
He barely 


earned a living by giving music lessons nnd 
directing concerts or oratorios, when ho 
was r.ppoiuted organist nt Halifax, then. 
soon after, filled tho same office in Bath. 
Ho passed hia leisure time in studying 
works 
on 
astronomy. 
As 
he 
was 


not rich enough 
to 
purchase 
a 
tele- 


scope he went to work, nod 
after 
n 


thousand attempts succeeded in making, iu 
1771, a tiro-foot reflector, with which ho 
observed Saturn's ring. Encouraged by 
Uiiq first success, tbe organist of Bath en- 
tered upon tho construction of mirrors of 
seven feel, then ten and twenty feet of 
focus. He bad made more thnu two hun- 
dred before attaining tho desired perfection, 
and tho total number of mirrors that ho 
worked upon in succession exceeded four 
jundrcd. In 1778 ho had tho good fortune 
.0 discover tbo plauet Uranus, which ox- 
:endecl tho boundary of tho solar system. 
EIo v,-na then forty three years old. This- 
discovcry drew upon him the attention of 
Surops; Cccrgc III grafted liitii » punttion, 
and a dwelling at Slough, near Windsor 
Cnstlo. Ho then 
commenced that me- 


thodical rovtow 
of 
the 
heavens, 
by 


means of which ho discovered more than 
two thousand nebulio, and suggested so 
many now views of the universe.' 
Tha 


greatest part of bis labor was executed with 
instruments of moderate dimensions: he 
rarely used tho great telescope of forty foot, 
tiio mirror of which WHS easily tarnished by 
the action of Ihe moisture of the night; bo 
used it, however, in the discovery of tho 
sixth satellite of Saturn. 


William Herachel died in 1832; tho year 


before his death, at tbo ago of eighty three, 
ho communicated his last paper to tho As- 
tronomical Society of London, which, since 
its foundation, bad chosen him for presi- 
dent. In all hia rosoarchos he was asoisted 
by his sister Caroline, who had lived with 
h.im ever since aho was twenty two years 
old, and aided him in his observations ns 
well as in his calculations. Iu this way ho 
waa able to astonish tbo scientific world by 
tho rapidity with which hia publications 
succeeded each other.

diod at Hauovor, her native city, in 18-19, at 
tbo ago of ninoty eight, 


Sir John Horschol, tho only son of the 


great astronomer, worthily continued theso 
illustrious traditions. 
Ho 
resumed and 


completed tho explorations of the heavens 
commenced by his father, at fiist at Slough, 
fuoa at tlio Capo of Gqod Hope, whore ho 
transported a telescope of twenty foot. Ho 
died in 1871. after having contributed, by 
nbors of tho highest order, to tho progress 
of sciouco. 


Ono of bin sons, Alexander Horschcl, is 


oqunlly devoted to astronomical pursuits.
